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A. G. MCCALLA, Dean of Graduate Studies, 
has been appointed Acting Vice-President, 
Academic to replace DR. WYMAN. HENRY 
KREISEL, Senior Associate Dean of Graduate 
Studies, has been named Acting Dean. Both 
appointments are effective September 1, and 
are for one year’s duration. 


CANADA COUNCIL GRANTS 
INOUNCED 


Research grants worth $1,913,098 were 
announced in Ottawa on July 15 by the 
Canada Council. Awarded for independent 
research in the social sciences and humanities 
undertaken by members of staff of 
Canadian universities, they are meant to 
build up the country’s research resources and 
to maintain conditions whereby Canadian 
universities can attract and hold first-rate 
scholars. 

During the current year the Council’s 
research grants will assist the investigations of 
an estimated 1,030 social scientists and 
humanists and are expected to amount to 
$4.1 million. 

Five professors at The University of 
Alberta received grants larger than $5,000. 
They are FREDERICK C. ENGELMANN, who 
received $11,393 to continue research on 
contemporary German politics; JOSEPH R. 
ROYCE, $10,000 for research on the psychology 
of knowing; BRENDAN G. RULE, $8,650 to 
continue research on the psychological processes 
underlying hostility and aggression; JAMES C. 
HACKLER, $5,665 to continue research on how 
various social characteristics of a 
community affect juvenile delinquency; and 
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MEHEMET A. BEQIRAJ, $5,050 for research on 
the sociology of peasant life. 

Thirteen grants of less than $5,000 each were 
awarded COLETTE A-M. DIMIC, Romance 
Languages, $1,370; EUGENE EGERT, German 
Literature, $1,800; JAMES F. FORREST, English, 
$1,500; DAvip c. HICKS, Philosophy, $3,600; 
HAZEL J. JONES, History, $2,500; w. J. JONES, 
History, $1,700; HELEN LIEBEL-WECKOWICZ, 
History, $3,893; DOROTHY LIVESAY, English, 
$2,000; Ivo MoRAVCIK, Economics, $2,000; 
AHMAD H. QURESHI, English, $1,000; ALISON 
scoTT, German Literature, $1,500; PAUL 
SWARTZ, Psychology, $2,264; ANNELISE 
THIMME, History, $2,500. 


FRENCH PROFESSOR TO VISIT 
GEOLOGY DEPARTMENT 


Alberta was one of the six Canadian 
universities which were awarded grants from 
the Canadian government to invite visiting 
scholars from France, Belgium, and 
Switzerland for the 1969-70 academic year. 
The visitor to the University will be 
J. DERCOURT from Université de Lille in 
France. 

Professor Dercourt, who is a graduate of 
the University of Sorbonne and who teaches 
at the University of Lille, will work together 
with H. A. K. CHARLESWORTH, Professor of 
Geology, Professor Dercourt is a structural 
geologist, and will carry out a comparative study 
of the Hellenites in Greece and the Cordilleras 
in Canada. Together with his wife and three 
children he has already arrived in Canada 
and is now collecting information for his study 
on field trips in the Cordilleras with the 
Geological Survey of Canada. He will stay 
in Edmonton from September to December, 
when he goes back to France. 

The grants, worth $93,400, were announced 
in Ottawa on July 11 by the Canada 
Council, which administers this phase of 
Canada’s cultural exchanges on behalf of the 
Department of External Affairs. Host 
universities, apart from Alberta, are: Laval, 
Montreal, Ottawa, Queen’s, and Waterloo. 
The invited professors include 25 from 
France, 11 from Belgium, and 5 from 
Switzerland.

VEMBU GOURISHANKAR, Associate Professor 
of Electrical Engineering, visited Warsaw, 
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Poland in June, 1969, on a National Research 
Council of Canada Travel Grant. He 
attended the Fourth Annual Congress of the 
International Federation of Automatic 
Control (IFAC) in Warsaw, from June 

16 to 21. He also visited the Institute of 
Automatic Control in the Polish Academy of 
Sciences and discussed research projects of 
mutual interest with STEPHEN CZARNECKI, 
Head of the Department of Analogue 
Computation and Simulation, especially the 
simulation of distributed parameter systems. 


The American Iron and Steel Institute has 
awarded JACOBUS H. WYNHOVEN, a doctoral 
student in Civil Engineering, an Engineering 
Fellowship in the amount of $7,100 for 
the 1969-70 academic year. The award was 
one of two granted in Structural Engineering 
in North America and the first such award 
made in Canada. It was awarded on 
the basis of the imaginative concept and depth 
of the research proposal and the qualifications 
of the applicant. PETER F. ADAMS, Associate 
Professor of Civil Engineering, is supervising 
Mr. Wynhoven’s doctoral program. 


MARVIN O. SWENSON, General Manager of 
the Students’ Union Building since 1964, has 
been appointed director of the University 
Center and Director of Student Activities 
at Pacific Lutheran University in Tacoma, 
Washington. Mr. Swenson, who received 
his Bachelor’s degree from Montana State 
University, and his Master’s from the 
University of Minnesota, is a doctoral 
candidate in higher education at Washington 
State University. 


J. PAUL JOHNSTON, Assistant Professor 
of Political Science and CONDE R. GRONDIN, a 
doctoral student in Political Science, 
presented a paper on “Some Problems of 
Measurement and Interpretation in the Study 
of Political Attitudes” at the Annual Meeting 
of the Pacific Northwest Political Science 
Association in Spokane on May 9 and 10. 


EDITH DOWN, Co-ordinator of Home 
Economics Education, chaired the Learned 
Societies Conference of the Canadian University 
Teachers of Home Economics, which met 
at The University of Alberta on June 25, 

26 and 27. 


Several members of the Faculty of 
Business Administration and Commerce 
participated in the meetings of the 1969 Annual 


Conference of the Association of Canadian 
Schools of Business in Toronto from June 
9-11. 

CHARLES B. WILLIAMS, Associate Professor, 
participated in a plenary panel session 
discussing the recently published report of the 
Federal Task Force on Labor-Management 
Relations. RODNEY W. SCHNECK, Associate 
Professor, presented a paper, “A Model for 
the Explanation of Power in Organized 
Sub-Units,” written by himself and other 
members of the Organizational Behavior 
Research Unit.

PURCHASE OF BOOKS 


The following statement of University 
policy is published at the request of E. F. 
HUNTER, Purchasing Agent, for the 
information of administrative personnel. It is 
intended that it will be incorporated into 
the Manual of Purchasing and Procurement 
Procedures, now undergoing revision. 

“In order to simplify procedures and provide 


more effective and economic service to 

the various departments of the University, a 
revised policy regarding the purchase of 
books has been approved. A statement of this 
policy follows: 


“Books to be purchased from University 
funds are to be ordered through The 
University of Alberta Bookstore. 


“The term ‘University funds’ means. all 
funds administered by the University, including 
general revenues for capital or operating 
account, special funds received for the research 
work of members of the academic staff, and 
contributions held in trust for special purposes. 


“The inter-departmental order-invoice 
(the indent) form is to be used for this 
purpose. 


“The Bookstore will add 25 cents to the 
laid-down cost of the book ordered to 
offset buying and handling expense. If more 
than one copy of a book is ordered the charge 
will be 25 cents only for all the copies 
of the book ordered. 


“Books are not to be ordered henceforth 
through the Purchasing Department. 


“This regulation is not meant to apply to 
the Cameron Library, the Extension 
Library, or the Boreal Institute which have 
their own facilities for ordering, or to the 
Department of Extension which will continue 
to order through the Purchasing Department.”
